reasonable profit, allow for improvements 
and not jeopardize the systems financial 
standing. 

At the same time, bond holders and 
their lawyers could conceivably put a legal 
block on any proposed lowering of rates on 
the perfectly logical theory that it could 
jeopardize the systems ability to retire the 
bonds. 

It looks to us like the city is going to 
have to stay within the limits of its present 
budget in providing services to Elba resi- 
dents. Last year (1955-56) the city received 
$55,000 revenue in its general fund and 
$25,500 from other sources. Over $22,000 
of this ‘other money” was from the Light 
and Water Board. 

It is not unreasonable to assume that 
the prgsent city administration can expect 
approximately the same income this year. 
Within the limits imposed hy these figures, 
an operating program shou..i be laid out. As 
many improvements as are possible within 
the budget should be made and no more. 
When property owners ask for more, it 
should be pointed out that the city take on 
ad valorem taxes last year was only $7700. 
Desirable as many improvements might be, 
if the money isn’t there nothing can be 
done. It is also necessary to hold a balance 
in city government and not provide excell- 
ent streets, for example, and permit sewer- 
age line extensions to lag. 

Some folks will be unreasonable and 
g0 away ranting about the poor manage- 
ment of the city. But that will be a lot 
easier to take than the combined ire the 
mass of citizenry accumlates to let go at 
the first mention of a new tax.

He seemed to take 
great pleasure in showing us his 
trees and telling about their 
history. He said he been rais- 
ing satsumas for a number of 
years and has sold many dol- 
lars worth of fruit. 

However, the freeze three 
years ago, which killed most of 
the fig trees in this section, kill- 
ed his satsuma trees. He bought 
three $3 trees and set them out 
three years ago. They bore a 
few oranges the first year, were 
full of fruit the second year and 
this season they are literally 
loaded down with luscious fruit. 
He said satsuma trees will stand 
as much or more cold than fig 
trees and are well adapted to 
this climate. He plans to dig up 
several peach trees in his yard 
and replace them with satsu- 
mas. 

Mr. Dawkins’ also has a large 
kumquat bush in his front yard. 
It is also three years old and 
well loaded with truit in al de- 
grees of maturity, ranging from 
the blossom to ripe fruit. 

It was a revelation to learn 


that these two varieties of citrus ; 


fruits are so well adapted to 
this area. It caused Mr. Holland 
and me to go home with firm 
determination to set out some 
Satsuma trees and kumquat)| 
bushes in our yards.
